Harry  F.  Little.  White  with  just  enough  color  to  give  it 
life.  Rose  shape  with  wide  petals.  Very  large  blooms  borne 
on  stiff  stems.  Vigorous  and  has  nice  foliage.  A  flawless  and 
beautiful  flower.

Mrs.  Livingston  Farrand.  The  color  is  true  pink  of  con¬ 
siderable  depth.  Rose  shape.  Large.  The  stems  are  slender 
but  are  strong  and  wiry ;  they  lean  after  a  storm  but  hold  the 
bloom  above  the  ground  better  than  most  of  the  strongest 
ones.  It  has  no  competitor  as  a  pink  Peony  and  others  agree 
that  it  is  the  most  beautiful  Peony  yet  produced.  The  stock 
is  very  limited  but  two  or  three  strong,  three  to  five  eye  divi¬ 
sions  can  be  distributed  in  1937.

Mrs.  Wilder  Bancroft.  Japanese.  A  self  color  of  rose 
madder  or  deep  carrying  red.  Has  a  double  row  of  broad 
rounded  petals.  The  staminodes  are  about  one-quarter  inch 
wide  and  are  edged  with  gold ;  they  form  a  thick  hemisphere. 
The  blooms  are  large  and  shapely.  It  is  a  vigorous  grower 
with  strong  upright  stems.  The  first  of  about  400  Japanese
